"Houses Buried in the Snow ond Many 
Lives Lost.

SEVENTEEN BODIES RECOVERED AND 
RESCUERS SAVING THE LIVING. 


The Crusade Against the Gambling Den at 
Monte Carlo—Jewish Settlement in Pal- 
estine—The Cold Weather in Europe— 
France’s New Loan—The Great Railway 
Strike in Scotland. 


VIENNA, Jan. 12.—Information received here 
from Serajevo, the capital of Bosaia, shows 
that a serious disaster-has visited Livno. An 
avalanche crashed down fromthe mountains 
close by that place and a number of houses in 
the town were completely buried in the snow. 
The immense amount of snow. crushed the 
houses upon which it fell and their occupants 
were buried inthe ruins of their dwellings. 
Attempts were immediately made to recover 
the bodies of the dead and to extricate the 
living. So farthe rescuers have succeeded in 
recovering the bodies of seventeen persons 
who were crushed to death. In addition to 
the dead they have removed a number of per- 
sons who are severely injured. 

NO PARDON FOR JOVANNOVICS.

RAVENOUSLY HUNGRY WOLVES. 

PESsTH, Jan. 12.—Ravenously hungry wolves 
are, as a consequence of the extremely cold 
weather, makingtheir appearance in North- 
ern Hungary. Sobold are the animals that 
they do not hesitate to enter the villages in 
search of food. 


Cold Weather in Europe. 

LONDON, ~*Jan. 12.—Throughout En- 
gland intensely cold weather continues to 
prevail. In addition dense fogs are general, 
but there has not been any more snow. In 
the Hebrides, or Western Islands, the tem- 
perature registered 50 deg. The Con- 
tinent is still suffering from snow storms, 
so severe that several express trains between 
Hamburg, Cologne, Berlin and Vienna have 
been snowed up. The matils have been con- 
siderably delayed throughout Europe. 

THE NEW ARCHBISHOP OF YORK. 

LONDON, Jan. 12.—Wm. C. Magee, who has 
just been raised from the Bishopric of Peters- 
burg tothe Archbishopric of York, is one of 
the few Irishmen who have risen to promi- 
nent positions in the English hierarchy. He 
is a brilliant orator, and his eloquence issuch 
that not only are enormous audiences at- 
tracted by his sermons, but his speeches in 
the House of Lords are eagerly read. Among 
the most famous of these latter were those in 
which he defended the Irish church against 
the disestablishment movement. His selec- 
tion forthe exalted position left vacant by 
the death of the learned Dr. Thompson is 
generaliy commended. 

A DUKE GREATLY CHAGRINED. 

Lonpown, Jan. 12.—The Duke of Marlborough 
has loaned to the Guelph exhibition now 
being held in London under the patronage of 
Queen Victoria, a picture purporting to be 
that of Sophia, the Electress of Hanover and 
daughter of James I., through whom the 
present royal house of England is linked with 
the house of Stuart. Critics declare that the 
picture cannot be that of Sophia, and the 
Duke is said to be much chagrined about it. 
ACTOR IRVING’S COMPLAINT. 

LONDON, Jan. 12.—In a letter to the Times, 
Henry Irving, the actor, complains of the 
statement that the play ‘‘Ravenswood,’’ isa 
failure, as being groundless. ‘‘Ravenswood,’’ 
he says, is still running at the Lycem, al- 
though he varies the bill with tragedy and 
comedy in order to please the public taste.

A MARINE DISASTER. 

LONDON, Jan. 12.—The steamer Bfitannia, 
from Leith, and the steamer Bear, from 
Grange Mouth, collided in the Firth of Forth, 
Scotland, yesterday. Both boats were sunk, 
with a total loss of life of thirteen. 


Military Exercise on the Ice. 


BERLIN, Jan. 12.—On Saturday the Emperor 
William drove in a sleigh over the River 
Havel to Potsdam. The ice was thirteen 
. inches thick and the Emperor, upon arriving 
at Potsdam, ordered the troops of the gar- 
rison, including the artillery, to turn out and 
exercise at crossing the ice. The severity of 
the weather is causing wolvesto be danger- 
ously hungry, especially inthe case of those 
which are beginning to infest the woods near 
many villages inthe northern part of Hun- 
gary. Bears haveappeared in the Styrian 
Mountains. 

BEQUEATHED TO THE EMPEROR. 

BERLIN, Jan. 12.—The late Prof. Schilemann 
bequeathed to Emperor William valuable an- 
cient jewelry.

The Railway Strike in Scotlaw#ti. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 12.—Another week of the 
railroad strike has commenced with no ma- 
terial change in the situation. During the 
past few days there have been several minor 
accidents on the railroads, and though they 
do not seem to be due tothe inexperience of 
the new hands employed in place of the 
strikers, the latter will make capital out of 
them. The Caledonian Railroadis now fully 
manned with new men. The centers of the 
disaffection are at Edinburg, Perth, Aber- 
deen, Sterling and Dundee. The railroad 
Officiais intend, it is announced to-day, to 
make a temporary reduction of the passenger 
service so as toenable them to overtake the 
good service. The position of the North 
British Railroad is still very bad, and it seems 
more than probable that this road will lose a 
considerable portion of its traffic and that 
the Caledonian road will be the gainer by it. 


Jewish Settlement in Palestine. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 12.~Baron Hirselr ts. 
said to be negotiating with the Sultan for an 
extensive Jewish settlement in Paléstine. 
The Baron is willing to pay liberally for a 
section.of the Holy Land large enough to 
make an asylum for several thousands of the 
Jews now being driven by persecution from 
Russia. There is reported tobe a difference 
of opinion between the Turkish Government 
and Baron Hirsch asto whether the Jewish 
settlement should constitute a separate prov- 
ince, to be ruled over by a Hebrew. Many of 
the Russian Jews have their eyes turned to- 
ward Palestine, and would hail with delight 
an opportunity of removing to that country. 
The negotiations have been conducted with 
much secrecy. 


The New French Loan. 

PARIS, Jan. 12.—For the first installment of 
the loan only 141,000,000 francs was required, 
but the deposits amounted to 2,340,000, 
The subscribers for single bonds will hav 
fractional sum marked to them, while appli- 
cants for large sums will be allotted about 5 
percent. Eighty-five percent of the deposits 
The Credit Fon- 
cier applied for the whole amount of the loan 
and the Credit Lyonnaise for double the 
amount. 


RIVERS FROZEN. 

PARIS, Jan. 12.—The Seine and other French 
rivers are frozen, except inmidstream. At 
Ephil the thermometer is 4 deg. below zero, 
Farenheit. The harbor of Geneva is frozen 
over for the first time since 1835, and ail 
navigation is stopped. 

BARON HAUSSMAN DEAD. 

PARIS, Jan. 12.—The death is announced of 
Baron Georges Eugene Haussman, Prefect of 
the Seine under Napoleon Ill., in the 82d year 
of his age. 


The Salvation Army in Belgium. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 10.—The roughs who broke 
upa meeting of the Salvation Army in this 
city yesterday will certainly be punished as 
rioters. The tribunalat Ghent recently de- 
cided that the Salvation Army is a lawful re- 
ligious sept, entitled tothe full protection of 
the law in its meetings and processions.

INDICATIONS THAT THEY WILL HOLD OUT 
’ FOR THEIR SENATORIAL CANDIDATE. 


A Belief That They Will Unite on John P. 
Stelle—No Democratic Caucus to Be

ship. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan, 12.—To-morrow the 
trials. of the contested elestion cases will 
come up before the Senate. and House com- 
mittees. To offset the p®igiamme of the 
Democrats in the House the Republican ma- 
jority In the Senate have decided that the first 
Democratic Senator to go will be Caldwell of 
the Sangamon district. Ex-Representative 
Lester of Sangamon hascharge of the case 
against Mr. Oaldwell, and testimony has 
been taken before a notary to show that Mr. 
Caldwell had made a lavish and undue use of 
money in his efforts to be elected Senator for 
the Springfield district. Wholesale bribery is 
one of the charges. The gentlemen who are 
making the contest against Mr. Caldwell have 
even gone so far as to prepare the necessary 
report and resolutions for the Senate Com- 
mittee on Elettions, unseating Mr. Caldwell 
and declaring Mr. Donnelly, his Republican 
opponent, a rightful claimant tothe seat for 
the capital district. 

Chairman Jones of the Republican State 
Central Committee and Chairman Mathews 
of the Senate Committee oh Elections have 
been in consultation with the leading Spring- 
field Republicans, and it was agreed that in 
case the Democrats attempted prompt meas- 
ures in the direction of unseating Republicans 
a meeting of the S@nate Committee on Elec- 
tions should bé caliéd, the eviderice presented 
andareport made at onceto the Senate de- 
claring Mr. Caldwell unseated and Mr. P. H. 
Donnelly the Senator from Sangamon. 

As stated, the Elections Committee will hold 
its meeting to-morrow morning at 9o’clock. 
Regarding the business to come before it—the 
cases of the Senators whose seats are in con- 
test—the Chairman, Senator Mathews, says: 
**We have served notices on the parties who 
signed the notices of contest that they must 
have their witnesses before us at the meeting 
to-morrow morning. If such witnesses are 
not present we willask the Senate for power 
to compel their attendance, according to law. 
Their evidence will be taken and filed. Then, 
in case the House Elections Committee at- 
tempts to oust McCrone or any other Repub- 
lican Representative whose seat is contested, 
we will at once proceed to get rid of the four 
Democratic Senators whose cases are before 
us. In fact, as soon as we learn that the 
House is calling the roll on the question of 
ousting McCrone or any of the others we will 
proceed to have the roll of the Senate called 
on the question of ousting Messrs. Noonan, 
Arnold, Anderson and Caldwell. That is our 
position.’’ 

THE HOUSE REPUBLICANS’ SCHEME,

NO DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS, 

To-day the situation in regard to United 
States Senator has no new features. Tre 
Democrats will hold no caucus, Gen. Palmer 
having been nominated by a higher author- 
ity, namely, the State Convention. The Gen- 
eral ‘is hopeful of his election § as 
the Democrats are standing solidly by 
him, The political questions will 
not be allowed _ to interfere with 
business and consequently a good deal of leg;

INCREASED TO $3,000,000. 


A Big Raise in the Capital Stock of a Var- 
nish House. 


NEW WORK, Jan. 12.—Murphy & Co., varnish 
manufacturers of New York and Chicago, 
filed papers of incorporation in the former 
city last week under thetitie of the Murphy 
Varnish Co., inereasing the capital from 
$1,000,000 to $3,000,000 and providing for an Is- 
sue of 30,000shares of stock, one-half pre- 
ferred at 6 per cent. The incorporators are 
Franklin Murphy, JamesG. Barnett and Wm 
H. Murphy, who owns three-quarters of the 
stock. The remainder is divided among em- 
ployes and other citizens of Newark. The 
business was started in 1865 by Franklin Mur- 
phy and in 1870 took in Mr. Barnett and his 
father, William H. Murphy. The concern has 
branches in Boston, Cleveland, Chicago and 
St. Louls, with factories in Newark and Chi- 
cago. 


The St. Louis house is located on the south- 
east corner of Fourth street and Clark ave- 
nue, and when shown the above telegram 
this morning, Mr. M. H. Stearns, the resident 
manager, said that while he hada had no of- 
ficial information of the Increase in capital 
stock referred to, he felt, quite certain that 
the news given in the dispatch was correct. 
A meeting of the directors had just been held 
in Newark, and {it was their Intention to in- 
crease the capital stock, but he did not expect 
that. it would be increased so much. 
Stil the business of the company 
justified it, as they had been using more cap- 
ital for some time than was called for by their 
old charter and the business was growing 
constantly. ‘*‘The St. Louis branch,’’ said 
the gentleman, ‘‘is seven year@ old and the 
parent house about twenty-five years old. 
Our headquarters are at Newark, and we also 
have branch houses at Boston, Chicago and 
Cleveland. No, the object ofthe increase is 
not to buy out any othercompany, but merely 
to meet the demands of our increased busi- 
ness.’’ a

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SCHOOL TEXT BOOKS 


Bills in the Missouri Legislature Rela- 
tive to the Important Question. 


AN ACT PROVIDING THAT THE STATE 
SHALL PRINT THEM. 


Representative Church’s Billof Interest 
to Lawyers — Railroad Legislation — 
Canvassing the Election Returns—Re- 
publican Members and the Senatorial 
Complimentary Vote. 


JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., Jan. 12,—Speaker 
Tuttle called the House to order this morning 
at 10 0’clock with a good Monday morning at- 
tendance. Several resolutions of minor im- 
portance were discussed, and following this 
there were some thirty-five bills introduced. 

Representative Church of St. Louis intro- 
duced a bill that will Interest the lawyers 
generally. The act permits the use of books 
and records as evidence.. The present law on 
the subject is said to be badly confused and the 
idea of the author is to make it clear that 
such records can be introduced as testimony. 
An emergency clauseis attached to put the 
provisions of the act in effect from the date of 
the signature by the Governor. 

Representative Donelan introduced a bill 
amending the State pharmacy law. This 
measure will be strongly urged by the State 
Pharmaceutical Association. 

Several bills were presented relative to 
school text books. Hynes of Howell intro- 
duced an act to appoint a commission to take 
charge of the school book question, and Tur- 
nerof Clinton submitted a bill which pro- 
vides that the State shall print and distribute 
its own text books. It specifies that a com- 
mission shall prepare the books and contract 
for their publication. Thereare now no less 
than a half-dozen bills which aim to cheapen 
the cost of school books before the House. 

Representative Davis of Henry County,who 
believes that the cigarette is a nuisance that 
ought to be suppressed, introduced a bill 
making it a misdemeanor for any person to 
sell cigarettes to any minor under 20 years of 
age. This is the second anti-cigarette bill in- 
troduced in the House, 

Representative Hendrickson of Bates intro- 
duced a bill to compel railroad companies to 
file a list of their employes receiving fees and 
salaries exceeding $1,200 per annum. 

In accordance with a previous arrangement 
the house took a recess shortly before noon 
until 2 0’clock to meet with the Senate and 
canvass the returns for the State officers cast 
at the November election. The Senate held 
no morning session. 

LOOKING FOR A REPUBLICAN LAMB. 

The twenty-six Representatives and nine 
Senators, composing the Republican minority 
of the Assembly, are at present looking over 
the field for a lamb to lead the senatorial 
slaughter pen. The Democrats have already 
unanimously nominated Senator Vest, and 
every member of that party is pledged to vote 
forhim when the formal ballot is takena 
week from to-morrow. The Republican 
members are preparing to hold acaucus to 
selecta member of their party for the com- 
plimentary vote. The leaders most fregently 

spoken of are Secretary Nobie, ex-Congress- 
‘Farmer’ ’ Wade and 
~ Proar. 


Chauncey — present 
indications ‘the last mentioned stands the 
least chance of being complimented by the 
minority. One of ihe members suggested a 
few nights since to several of his colleagues 
that it would be a graceful compliment to 
Senator Ingalls to give him the vote, even 
though he is a Kansan. He said such 
an act on the part of the Re- 
publican Representatives of Missouri might 
shame the Repnblican farmers controlling 
the Kansas Legislature into re-electing him. 
The suggestion did not meet with much ap- 
proval, however, as the Republican legisla- 
tors, though few in numbers, believe that the 
complement, small as it might seem, belongs 
to a Missourian and to nobody else, The time 
has not been definitely set for the caucus, but 
it will be held before next Friday, 


THE FIGHTING REPUBLICANS, 

Representatives Tubbs of Osage, Aydelott of 
Warren and Mathews of Gasconade are the 
fighting Republicans in the House, and prom- 
ise the majority something to worry about. 
Tubbs in particular has already caused much 
delay by his filibustering tactics. He ls almost 
constantly on his feet while the House is in 
session with objections. He holds that 
everything emanating from a Demo- 
cratic source is ipso facto  objec- 
tionable, and he proceeds to fight every 
time the opportunity presents itself. Two 
members can demand the ayes and nays, and 
when he takes a notion to filibuster he finds a 
willing coadjutor in Mathews of Gasconade, 
who occupies the seat adjoining him. The 
Democratic leaders say he will be Tubbs, 
minus hoops and staves before they get 
through with him, unless he changes his 
tactics. 

AMENDING THE LIQUOR LAW. 

Representative Fogle of Schuyler says that 
his bill amending the liquor law has been 
misunderstood. Speaking of the measure he 
introduced Saturday he said: 

‘*The bill is intended to accomplish several 
things concerning the liquor business. It 
is aimed first ‘to get after the 
original package saloon keepers or 
those who seek toavoid the payment of li- 
cense inthat way. Again, the bill proposes 
to change that section which requires the ap- 
plicant for a license to geta majority of as- 
sessed tax-payers in the locality in which he 
proposes to open his place. In many. cases 
you, find people. living in such \lo- 
calities, who, while citizens and 
voters, cannot stop the granting 
of the license by reason of not being property 
owners. The measure I have introduced will 
require a majority of property owners, citi- 
zens and guardians of wa owning property 
In the locality where the license is sought. 
For instance,a man who wants to open a 
saloon in a certain locality will have to get a 
majority of signatures of all the people there, 
and this includes oes taxpayers, 
voters and guardians of wards ownin 
property there. I think thet a man who is 
voter and lives in a locality where a saloon is 
about to be opened has a right to say whether 
or not ee wants it, even though he is nota

responding period of time, An: tm: 
mense amount of heavy commercial 
building is already projected and that it will 
be undertaken and carried out to completion 
as far as this year’s time will permit, does 
not admit of a doubt. 

A scarcity of brick indica®™s a greater draw- 
back to building than anything else this 
year, and great asthe supplyis here every 
concern engaged in the making of that ma- 
terial is increasing its capacity to the utmost, 
and new plants and new brick-making enter- 
prises are being started to meet the increas: 
ing demand.

ALL OVER. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, Jan. 12.—All the hos- 
tiles reached the Mission, five miles out, last 
night late. The troops are pressing them 
closely and guard all avenues of escape. 
The delay in arriving is due to:the 
lack of transportation. The head of the band 
reached the agency at noon and the balance 
are slowly coming in. But few 
of them are armed, having hid 
their arms in the sand hills. 
A few, however, brought arms. It has been 
decided to not attempt to disarm them for 
the reason that they can easily procure arms 
from the traders. 

Gen. Miles has divided the hostiles at the 
Agency. The Brules were left at the Mis- 
sion, while the Ogallalas were ordered 
in. The Brules will be sent: to 
the Rosebud Agency, where they belong, 
under the guard of troops. No railroad trains 
will be used, but the party sent overland. 
Already the Indians have begun packing up 
their goods preparatory to marching home, 
Gen. Miles says that the Indians are in bad 
shape, and they have done well to get in as 
soon as they did. There is rejoicing at Pine 
Ridge over the peaceful outcome of the war,

IN THE CAMP. 

Gen. Miles’ camp isa picturesque place, 
though much of its peculiar attractiveness 
is destroyed by the very civilized appear- 
The main 
street runs east and west and on'the north 
side are pretty frame buildings which are 
generally used for stores, offices and ware- 
houses. They are military headquarters now, 
and the flags are flying over them, snapping 
like whips in the sharp winds that 
sweep over the plains. Back of them 
is the Ambulance Corps in clfarge 
of Dr. Ewing of St. Louis, who distinguished 
himself for courage in the Wounded Knee 
fight. The ambulance department is sur- 
rounded by a cord-wood corral and well 
equipped with tents for service. Immediately 
south of the main street a few friendly Indians

tepees all day long. South of. them 
the cavalry and mounted infantry are quar- 
tered and the round white tents pitched 
along the line of company streets extend for 
halfa mile. Scattered over the camp are 
buildings of various sorts, the Government 
school, the Episcopal, Catholic and Pres- 
byterian churches. The first two are 
occupied as hospitals, and, besides these, 
there are stores and traders’ posts. Just 
north of the camp is a hill which bounds the 
range of vision. On that side, on its summit, 
is a company ,of infantry with a 3- 
gun. West of the camp 
fortifications have been thrown up 
and another company of infantry 
basarifie gun there, and another summit 
southeast of the camp is occupied by a,com- 
pany with a Hotchkiss and a gatling gun. 


The camp of the friendly Indians is just 


@ mile south of the milftary camp 
in a guich, protected from the 
wind by perpendicular walls of earth 
surrounding it. There are 2,500 Indians there, 
and live, such living as itis, in 500tepees. It 
is a strange spectacle these queer little cone- 
Shaped tents with irregular pole ends pro- 
jecting from the _ top. The canvas 
is discolored by the weather and 
some of them are stained with paint 
or decorated with grotesque figures. 
There are not as many dogs as there are chil- 
dren, but there area great many and they 
are sullen, fierce looking brutes who keep 
their noses perpetually at the heels of a 

Ww. -Hundreds of children play and frolic 
about the camp and if one watches from 

a distance, they do not seem very 
different from the children of St. Louis. They 
run and shout and laugh and disturb the 
neighborhood just as the young ones in the 
big city do. 

- VISITORS BARRED OUT. 

Visitors to the Indian camp have been 
‘Yewer of late, for the hostiles have been get- 
ting in there one at a time and itis not known 
how many are there. 

A SLIGHT ALARM. 

A slight alarm was caused by the reported 
firing of three shots south of camp early yes- 
terday morning beyond the picket line. 
Scouts, spies and interpreters now believe a 
guiet surrender will be made. There is, how- 

_ever, a large number who take the opposite 
view. The half breed clerks in each ofthe 
three post trading stores have called for 
their wages, and said they were 
to stay any longer, that 
their friends told them that there 
would be a big battle. The 
Indian police took a well earned rest last 
night, and do not show the least regret at 
being temporarily relieved of all guard duty. 
The stage road to Rushville passes through 
the friendly camp, anda large flag has been 
placed beside the road bearing the legend: 
**These Indians are friendly.’’ 

LITTLE CHIEF’S BAND.

quite merry over the music and watch the 
bandmen, wrapped in heavy overcoats, 
blowing against a blizzard with great inter- 
est. The soldiers in the Pine Ridge camp are 
bearing the campaign well, but those onthe 
north side have had greater hardships to en- 
dure. Oneof the privates was sauntering 
along the street in his shirt sleeves this 
morning, when a correspondent stopped him 
and asked him if he wasn’t cold. 

**No, not yet, hereplied. ‘‘This little blow 
is no blizzar4.’’ 

**It’s cold enough for an overcoat isn’t it?’’ 

**No, wait till it gets down to 50 below, then 
you can put on your overcoatif you are thin 
blooded.’’ 

THE SEWENTH’S BATTALION. 

The battalion of the Seventh, which has 
been on Grass Creek, took up a peculiar posi- 
tion when it camein yesterday. Instead of 
the usualcamp they are thrown out on the 
out edge of the camp in a semi-circle. In case 
ofanattack this battalion, when mounted, 
would form ina line, which, under the cover 
of the hotchkiss and gatling guns on the 
southeast hill, could make a hard 
fight until reinforced by the main 
body of troops. Maj. Whitesides was 
in an excellent humor this afternoon. 
All of the Seventh is here now, and that old 
fighting regiment is ready again for action. 
The two battalions are nick-named ‘‘The 
Nickel Plates’’ and the ‘‘Regulators.’’ There 
is great rivalry among them. They are 
chafing éach other considerably and each 
claiming the greater credit for tie 
victory, but no one could decide between 
them. They both fought like brave, fearless 
veteran soldiers, and never before in the his- 
tory of Indian wars has there been such 
deadly work. The hospital in the Episcopal 
Church was visited this morning and a queer, 
awful place it is. 

The pews have been removed and the floor 
covered with hay, on which the wounded are 
lying.. A brass cross stands on the altar and 
beside it are bottles of medicine, lint and 
bandages. The papoose play with the blocks 
and Noah’s arks on tne floor. The odor is 
terrible; even the attendants can hardly bear 
it. 

THE PATIENTS. 

The first patient one finds on entering the 
hospital is Big Foot’s squaw, the surviving 
one of the two squaws who, after remaining 
on the plains wounded for nine days, 
crawled into the agency. One of his 
squaws was killed and this one wounded. 
A bullet pierced her hip. She isa withered 
old creature, who is said to be and looks to be 
100 years old. She sits on her pallet with her 
headin her hands rocking from side to side 
and looking up now and then with 
an expression of awful agony. Next to her 
is a buck who has two bullet holes through his 
spine. Next to him lies an old warrior, whose 
knee is shattered. A bullet entered his upper 
lip and came out under his ear. Near him is 
his wife with a wound in her back, 
his daughter with her thigh so badly torn 
that she must be chloroformed before it is 
dressed, and.a younger child, shot through 
the leg. There is a little boy whose 
chin was shot away. His tongue 
can be seen from underneath. He 
sits all day building forts with blocks on the 
floor. One of the saddest sights is that of a 
young squaw, a bright-looking woman, who. 
has seven wounds in her body. Her husband 
was killed at Wounded Knee and she refuses 
to lether wounds be dressed, hoping to die 
to meet her warrior husband in 
the happy hunting grounds. The floor fs 
strewed with the wounded and dying. Afew 
will recover, but not many. 

DEFIANT HOSTILES. 

Instead of obeying Gen. Miles’ instructions 
about 400 mounted Indians have gathered on 
the hill less than a mile north of the north 
fortifications. They have thrown scouts 
all over the hills. The fortifications 
are ready for action. Two hundred hostiles 
have given up their arms andare going to the 
friendly camp. The intention of the hostiles 
is not known. D. H. ROBERT. 

EDUCATING AN INDIAN GIRL. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—There is’ in this citya 
little Indian girl, 12 years old, who for the 
past six years has been.educated under the 
care ofa benevolent Christian woman, to 
whom the child was intrusted by her parents. 
Circumstances render it impossible for the 
lady tosupport the girl any longer, and un- 
less financial aid is forthcoming, the little 
one will be returned next week to 
her mother in the Indian Territory. The 
child is intelligent and affectionate and has 


thus far been well educated. She also paints 


and molds in clay remarkably well for one of 
her years. It is desired, if possible, to com- 
plete her education, when she will return to 
her people as a teacher. A well-knowf 
woman of this city offered to adopt the child, 
but as the conditions under which the offer 
was made would involve her permanent sev- 
erance from the friend who is now taking 
care of her and both her parents, it was de- 
clined. 
BUFFALO BILL ON THE SITUATION. 

New YORK, Jan. 12.—The Herald,under date 
li, to-day prints a dis- 
patch from W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) which 
reads thus: 

‘*Your request for my opinion of the Indian 
situation is, by reason of the complications 
and the changeable nature of the red man’s 
mind and action, a puzzler. Every hour 
Indian history 
furnishes no similar situation. You must 
imagine avout five thousand Indians, an un- 
usual proportion warriors, better armed 
than ever known before, hemmed in 
by a cordon about fourteen miles in 
diameter, com posed of over three 
thousand troops, acting like .a slowly 
closing drag-net, This mass of? Indians is 
now influenced bya percentage as despair- 
ingly desperate and fanatical asthe late Big 
Foot party. It contains also restrained -neu- 
trals, disaffected Ogallallas, hampered by the 
power of the Brules, backed by renegades and 
desperadoes from all the other agencies. 
There are about 2,500 acting and believed to 
be friendly Indians Around theagency. Such 
is the situation of Gen. Miles andthe mili- 
tary. Anyone ofthis undisciplined mass is 
able to precipitate a _ terrible conflict 
firdém the most unexpected quarter. 
Each of the component es ng is 
to be watched, to besmeasured. _ In fact, it is 
a war witha most wily andy vage people, 
yet the whites are restrained by a humane 
and peaceful desire to prevent bloodshed and 
save a people from themselves. It is like 
calming a volcano. Ordinary warfare shows 
no parallel. Gen. Miles seems to hold a firm 
grip on the situation. The Indians know 
him, and express confidence in his honor, 
truth and justice to them and valor as well. 
As the matter now stands he and they should 
be allowed, untrammeled even by a sugges- 
tion, to settle the sets yg oun as no one not on 
the spot can appreciate the fearfully deli- 
cate position. e chaff must be sifted 
from the wheat, and in several instances the 
chaff must be threshed. At the moment, as 


to the Sioux Indian’s rights, his complaints 
and even his necessities. Respect and con- 
sideration should only be shown for the gal- 
lant little army, fof itis the Indian and sol- 
dier who pay the most costly price in the 
end. I think it looks like peace, and if so, the 
greater the victory.’’ 
REV. MR. DIXON’S SERMON. 

NEw YORK, Jan. 12.—There was the usual 
large congregation in the hallofthe Young 
Men’s Christian Association in Twenty-third 
street yesterday tolisten tothe sermon of 
the Rey. Thomas Dixon, Jr. Theregular ser- 
mon of the day was prefaced by an address 
by Mr. Dixon on the subject of ‘‘our Indian 
war’’ which he discussed in this fashion: 

‘‘The great American Union, 68,000,000 
strong, that boasts itself the mightiest nation 
of the earth has declared war upona race of 
brave and desperate Indians, hemmed in on 
its Western reservation. The chances are 
that we will crown ourselves with the laurels 
of victory. We have already met the foe, 
succeeded in butchering the chief of one of 
the tribes while ugarmed, and while disarm- 
ing 250 braces succeeded in killing them all 
by bringing the cannon into play with a loss 
of only about twenty-five men. Wonderful, 
glorious! Truly we are a mighty people. It is 
true we profess to-be a Christian nation, but 
then victory must be sweet even to the Chris- 
tian, and especially such a sweeping victory. 
Itis true we were the aggressors and began 
the fight without cause—had only a ghost for 
a pretext, but then you see itis now upon us 
and when the Christian finds himself in a 
fight, which he provoked, and wrongfully 
provoked, he must fight it out. Besides, 
these troublesome Indians possess some 
lands out there we have been needing for the 
hungry boysinthe East fora long time, and 
this was just as good a year ascould be found 
to go in, kill the possessors and take our own. 
Moreover, We had really good cause for war 
in the minds of some. These foolish people 
believed in a Messiah, and were dancing in 
religious ecstacy, wishing for his coming. We 
told them to stop. Asa matter of fact it was 
none of our business, but we told them to stop 
or we would make it our Dusiness. Wehada 
suspicion that this new religion was not 
orthodox. Atleast, it was notin accordance 
with the .views of the rest of the United 
States,and heis a good member ofthe church, 
They paid no attention to our friendly warn- 
ing, and then while taking their arms away 
from them, it became necessary to turn the 
guns on them and mow them down, which 
we did in magnificent style. We did not spare 
even the squaws or the children, so inspired 
were we with holy zeal. 

**It is true, too, we have made these peo- 
ple paupers, armed them, starved them into 
war and then mowed them down with artil- 
lery because they would not put down their 
guns when we told them. Of course, main- 
taining them as armed paupers and 
starving them into good shooting condition 
may be a little inconsistent ina Christian na- 
tion, but then we do not profess perfection as 
apart of our creed as a nation—we are a 
growing nation. And then, we were 
afraid if we did not make them put 
down their arms at this time, when the death 
of Sitting Bull was fresh intheir minds, they 
might take to remembering the past and 
there would be trouble sureenough. We can- 
not allow them to brood over the past. For 
a hundred years we have fought them, cheat- 
ed them, lied to them, broken our treaties 
with them, starved them and killed them off, 
tribe after tribe, and driven the remnant 
back and back into the Bad Lands of the West. 
From all this we ought by this time to begin 
to fixinourminds a few things for future 
reference: 

‘*1. That to maintain a race of armed paupers within 
the bounds of a civilized nation Is not a success; that 
itis, in fact, the dream of a fool, and the sooner 
abandoned the better. 

**2. That a savage Indian knows the difference be- 
tween alie andthe truth, honor and dishonor—in 
brief, that he has two eyes and a head and a memory. 

**3. That we are fighting as brave a foe as ever faced 
his enemy in battle; that he knows defeat is sure and 
yet fights because his wrongsare desperate and cry 
to the Great Spirit for vengeance. The only possible 
end of such war to us is disgrace, and to provoke and 
to keep up such a war is the climax of human infamy. 

**4. That we are under obligations, deep as the 
wrongs of a century of dishonor and high as the ideal 
of our heaven, to educate, to lift up and Christian- 
ize the Indian. This can never be done, and we 
ought to have known it long ago, until we recognize 
the fact that the Indian problem is one of philan- 
thropic business and humanity, not party politics.’’ 

A LYNCHING CAUSING TROUBLE. 

OLYMPIA, Wash., Jan. 12.—Word has been 
received here from Okonogan County that 
one of the Indians implicated in the murder 
of Freighter Cole had been taken from jail 
and lynched. The Commissioners asked for 
arms and ammunition, as the Indians are in 
a terrible state. These have taken no inter- 
est in the Messiah craze, but are simply ex- 
cited over the lynching of one of their num- 
ber. 

GAVE UP THEIR ARMS. 

OELRICHS, 8. D., Jan. 12.—One hundred In- 
dian under Red Blanket; gave up their arms 
and surrendered yesterday and were allowed 
five days, rations by Maj. Parke. The freight 
teamsters are on a strike, being dissatisfied 
with the prices they are getting from the 
contractors. Seventy-flVe wagons are idle 
and the three camps to the north are running 
short of supplies. 

EXCITEMENT AT V ‘LLEY CITY, N. D. 

VALLEY City, N. ., Jan. 12.—The local 
militia was called together on eight hours’ 
notice here and is now ready to move. The 
whole town is in a state of excitement and 
now word has been sent tothe Governor that 
a company of cavalry can be organized in a 
day if necessary. Allthe young men in town 
are neglecting their Dusiness to join the sol- 
diery. 


Gen. Miles’ Official Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 12.~—Following is 
the text of the two telegrams received last 
night by Gen. Schofield from Gen. Miles, The 
first was drted Pine Ridge, Jan. 10, as fol- 
lows: 

‘*‘There is no change ofimportance. The 
Indians moved five miles in this direction and 
say they will camp within. six miles of the 
agency to-morrow.’’ 

The other, dated the lith inst., says: ‘‘The 
entire body of Indians, numbering between 
2,000 and 4,000, are camped about five miles 
from this agency, on White Olay Creek, 
and should be camped at the agency by to- 
morrow. Ool. Shafter’s command ts here, 
numbering about 700, and Gen. Brooks’ 
command of 1,600 are following. 
The talk among themselves in camp, their 
disposition and appearance, all indicate a 
favorable result and subdmission to 


the military authorities. Capt. Pierce, 


the newly appointed agent, arrived to-day, 


and has taken active charge of the agency,’’ j 


AN UNPARALLELED SITUATION. 
Strange and Inexplicable Conduct of the 
Hostile Sioux. 


Special Correspondence Post-DISPATCH. 
PINE RIDGE AGENCY, Via Rushville, Neb., 
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there been anything like the present situation. 


Old Indian fighters, whose experience ex- 
tends from the Rio Grande to the British line, 
and who for overa quarter ofacentury have 
been on the frontier, admit that they are now 
undergoinga new experience. In previous 
wars with the Indians the great trouble that 
the troops, when assembled in 
any considerable bodies, have eén- 
countered has been to find their enemies. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 

The savages have hitherto always fled be- 
fore forces that were anything like equal, 
and have never awaited an attack save when 
in overwhelming numbers. The most for- 
midable body of Indians ever brought to- 
gether was that led by Crazy Horse in 1876, 
There were about 5,000 warriors in this band, 
but although Crook was sharply checked and 
Custer’s command destroyed, the hostiles 
were in flight when the battles of the Rosebud 
and Little ig Horn took place, and 
immediately after these victories the Indians 
made off at full speed, although they far out- 
numbered the combined forces marching 
against them, That Indians could be at- 
tacked by an equal force, unless 
they could be overtaken, no  expe- 
rienced officer or frontiersman believed before 
the present campaign. Their policy has al- 
ways been toavoid a fight unless driven to 
it; to keep as far as possible from the troops, 
and to surrender when confronted by any 
body of troops that could fairly be regarded 
as their match. In the present campaign the 
Indians seem to have set at naught all their 
former tactics. 

PUZZLING TACTICS, 

Never since the settlements crossed the 
Missouri has so large and well equipped a 
force of troops been brought together against 
the wild horsemen of the plains. Infantry. 
cavalry and artillery are closing around them 
on all sides,and yet no move has been made to 
escape from the neighborhood of the reserva- 
tion, and to enter into the campaign of sud- 
den raids, followed by long stern chases, 
that have been so popular with the Indians, 
and in which they have as a rule been 
so successful. Hitherto the troops have 
been obliged to look for the trail 
of their enemies and follow it as best they 
might, the Indians endeavoring to keep out 
of the way of their pursuers. There has been 
no reason why this policy should not have 
been followed in the present Instance. Until 
within a day or two the bodies of troops 
have been so widely scattered that 
war parties or the whdle camp could have 
slipped out between the different columns, 
and gained a long start had they been so in- 
clined. This was what the officers expected, 
and they have been on the watch for some 
such maneuver, but not a step has been taken 
by the warriors in the Bad Lands camp to 
betake themselves to the ordinary style of In- 
dian warfare, and now the cordon is so 
closely drawn that it cannot be penetrated 
without a fight. Trie Indians have quietly 
awaited the approach of he troops, 
have scarcely sent out a skirmisher, and 
although closely observing the work of the 
enemy have neither attempted to escape nor 
to at tack before a concentration was effected. 
The oldest campaigners are utterly’non- 
plussed. That the Indians, who are not 
nearly so strong as the renegades under 
Crazy Horse, intendtoawait an attack by 
forces superior in numbers seems incredible. 
but such is apparently the plan determined 


upon, 
THEY HAVE NO LEADER. 

The only reasonable explanation is that the 
Sioux lack a leader, a most uncommon de- 
ficiency, as that tribe has been more prolific 
in able chiefs than all the others combined. 
Reliable reports have also been received 
stating that the Indians are fortifying 
themselves, throwing up  breastworks 
and digging  rifie-pits. Such a step 
is without parallel. No men know better 
how to take advantage of every inequality of 
the ground, but a war party was never before 
known to throw up a spadeful ofearth. Dur- 
ing the Modoc war the natural advantages of 
tne ground were not supplemented by artificial 
defenses, and such a thing has never been 
heard of among the plains tribes. The hos- 
tiles evidently intend to fight on foot, an un- 
precedented thing for Sioux. The Blackfeet 
fought as infantry, but the Sloux never, 
and a Sioux without his pony 
ceased to bea warrior. The savages inthe 
Bad Lands camp have many ponies, but not 
nearly enough to mount the warriers and 
have made no attempt to steal others, al- 
though this could easily have beendone. In 
fact, the situation is utterly 
without precedent, and no one 
knows what is to be expected. 

PREPARING FOR AN ATTACK. 

The movements of the troops prove that 
the officers are preparing for a battle on dif- 
ferent terms from any of the hundreds of 
conflicts that have been fought with this 
warlike tribe. Intrenchments have been 
thrown up at the agency as if regular 
troops were to be encountered, and this 
proves that something far out of the ordin- 
ary is deemed likely. In no Indian war has 
there been ahy attempt made to storm even 
a post, and forts in’ the very midst of the 
Indian County have for years been 
unmolested, although - none. of the 
garrison could move in safety a mile from the 
parade ground, and no better defense than 
deal boards existed. The Indian has always 
fought in the open, and has never at- 
tacked even the weakest intrenchment. 
The works at Pine Ridge prove that it is 
considered possible that he will violate this 
tradition in the present instance, as he has 
already violated somany. Some have feared 
anight attack, andit could be made with 
more than one good chance of success, 
but the superstitions of the Indians 
will prevent this, as they always have pre- 
vented it. Night attacks are exactly in the 
line of Indian strategy, butthey are never 
made. All plains Indians believe that their 
souls are doomed to wander forever in utter 
darkness if théy are killed at night, and many 
instances might be eited in which large and 
valuable trains wére allowed to escape, al- 
though completely at the mercy of the sav- 
ages, on account of this superstition. At- 
tacks are frequently made at early dawn, 
but never before, and . the only 
really serious danger that threatens the small 
command atthe. agency is thus obviated by 
savage superstition, asno one believes that 
the Indians willstand fora moment in the 
face of intrenchments armed with artillery 
and defended by infantry carrying long- 


range 
DIVIDED AGAINST ITSELF. 
The condition of affairs in the Indian camp, 
from all that can be learned, appears to be 
one of almost absolute anarchy, and to this ts 


watch the approach of superior forces and to 
th horsemen to remainin a 


portent have ate many rar ont cretion

Spotted Tail, was 
of the whites, and ruled 
his tribe with a rod of iron. When the Ogal- 
lalla, Sanson, Uncapapa and Minneconjou 
were allonthe warpath, Spotted Tail kept 
his band quiét, and the only assistance given 
the other tribesintheir raids upon the set- 
tlements and their combats with the troops 
was that furnished by small bands of Brules, 
who stole off unknown to their leader. 
BELLIGERENT BRULES, 

The young warriors chafed at this inac- 
tion, and more ,than one attempt was made 
to depose Spotted Tail, but he always was too 
much for his rivals, on one occasion ridding 
himself of the most formidable, Crowfoot, 
by calling him out of his teepe, causing him 
to be seized by two of his followers and then 
coolly shooting him down. The Brulesasa 
tribe have never taken the warpath since 
1867, and have been’ at odds with the other 
bands ever since. Old Sitting Bull incited 
them by both taunts and flattery, assuring 
them that ifthey once arose that the whites 
could not stand against them. This they 
readily believed, not having the ex- 
perience in the field of the other 
bands, and they now seem determined to 
fight to the bitter end. They refuse to let 
those who wish to leave the hostile camp go 
to the agency, and Indian runners bringin 
word that fighting is constantly going on,and 
that hundreds of warriors are practically 
prisoners in the Brule stronghold. They 
chose the present location and have been the 
ringleaders throughout. Many Indians 
have come in, but among them scarcely 
a Brule warrior is to be found. 

A BATTLE ALMOST CERTAIN. 

The Brules are admirably armed with long- 
range Winchesters, they have an ample store 
ofammunition, and the war spirit among 
them is so high that itis believed thata fight 
is inevitable. Ifthey stay in'their intrench- 
ments and await an attack they cannot 
be dislodged without terrible loss, for 
the character of the country 
is such as to give the defensive a tremendous 
advantage. hat the present position of 
affairs cannot long be preserved is evident to 
all. Seventeen regiments of troops and sev- 
eral thousand Sioux warriors cannot remain 
face to face without hostilities breaking out. 
Never before has a superior force of United 
States troops remained in front of hostile 
Indians without an attack being made, and 
something will have to be done quickly. The 
indications all point to the bloodiest battle 
ever fought on the plains. 
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THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Representative Dockery Calls Up His Sil- 
ver Pool Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 12.—Mr. Dockery, 
rising to a question of privilege, offered a 
resolution reciting the fact of the reference 
of his ‘‘silver pool’’ resolution item to the 
Committee on Rules, and the fact that that 
committee had refused to report thg same 
and directing the Committee on Rules to re- 
port the resolution to the House for consider- 
ation. The resolution had been referred on 
the first day of the session. The session was 
now half gone and nothing had been done. 
The House ought not to adjourn untfl it had 
exculpated the innocent and placed the con- 
demnation where it rightfully belonged. 

Mr. Adams of Illinois argued that the reso- 
lution did not, under the rules, involve a 
question of privilege. 

Mr. Crisp of Georgia said that there was no 
express rule authorizing the discharge of the 
committee. But this was not an ordinary 
case. The original resolution was unques- 


tionably a question of the highest privilege.” 


If the committee refused to report the 
resolutions a motion to discharge was privi- 
leged. 

The speaker inquired whether the gentle- 
man believed that the original resolution was 
one of privilege. 

Mr. Crisp replied that he had assumed that 
the speaker had so held. 

The Speaker stated that he hadnot. Onthe 
contrary, in a somewat similar case he had 
ruled (and the- House had sustained his rul- 
ing) that the resolution did mot present a 
question of privilege. 

Mr. Mills of Texas contended that the orig- 
inal resolution referred to the dignity and in- 
tegrity of the members of the House. 
The House did not -.loose  juris- 
diction of the question because it 
referred its consideration to. one ofthe com- 
mittees. It was a question for the House to 
determine whether it should recall the sub- 
ject. There was no doubt asto the power of 
the House; the question was one of propriety 
and this question must be considered with 
reference to the length of time that the reso- 
lution had been before the committee. 

By a vote of 143 to 80 the House decided that 
the question raised by Mr. Dockery to dis- 
charge the Committee on Rules from: the 
consideration of his resolution on the ‘‘silver 
pool,’’ was one of privilege. 

THE SENATE. .. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—A number of 
petitions were presented in the Senate to-day 
several reports from committees submitted 
and anumber of bills of minor importance 
passed.

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‘THE RUBY MINE STRIKE. 


CARS BEING LOADED TO-DAY BY THE 
CONSUMERS’ COMPANY. 


Difficulty Experienced in Securing Men to 
Take the Strikers’ Places — Another 
Shut-Dowg, Ordered This Week By the 
Coal Combine. 


Supt. Evans of the Ruby mines visited the 
city yesterday, and left again last evening 
for the mines. While here he 
stated that he had been working 
eleven men at the mines Saturday. He had 
them down in the shaft mining coal, and in 
the evening took all of them except three 
to O’ Fallon, fearing that if he 
took them to Caseyville the miners who are 
out might § talk them into quitting 
work or frighten them into doing 
so. The Superintendent said before he left 
last night he did not know whetherhe would 
have ‘anybody to work at the mines 
to-day, as there was achance that the men 
he had Saturday might be induced to quit. If 
they stuck to him he would load coal to-day 
into cars at the mines and also work the pit. 
If they left him, however, he would make no 
further attempt to run, but would close down 
the mines and give the miners time to debate 
on the justness of their claims. 

It was admitted by Mr. Evans that he found 
itvery difficult to procure help. As fast as 
the men were sent overthe miners who were 
out would surround them and talk them out 
of going to work. 

FEW MEN STICK. 

The superintendent also admitted that the 
men who quit work had not laid handon any 
of thea,new men, but be says a dozen 
or Ss of them get around a 
manandtakto him, and thatit requires a 
manof great stamjna to standup under it 
all and go to . work, as a man 
fears that if he does not comply 
with the requests of the miners he is apt to 
meet with harm, even though no threats are 
made. Certainit is that the strikers have 
used their persuasive eloquence to good ef- 
fect to prevent the mine operators 
from getting more than eleven men 
to go to work of all that 
have been sent upthere. It seems that the 
Consumers’ Coal Co. has tired of paying the 
railroad fare ofmen to the mines only to 
have them refuse to go to work after 
they getupthere and when the proprietor 
of the labor agency which has 
been furnishing the hands called this 
morning with the information that 
he had another batch of workmen to send 
up they were told that the company 
would pay the fare of no 
more men (to the mines unless 
they had a guarantee that they would goto 
work and stick to it. The labor agenc 
man claimed. that he had a lot 
of men who would stick, 
he was told that if he 
wanted to take them up and see that they 
did go to work, the company would make 
good the men’s fare when they got them to 
work. This the labor agency man said he 
would doand promised to take up a batch of 
men, 

Evidently the hands whom Supt. Evans 
had at work Saturday did not desert him, for 
this morning he telegraphed here that 
the Ohio & Mississippi road hae 
not sent to the plant the 
five empty cars which had been ordered and 
he asked that they be sent up immediately. 
If he did not have the men to load the cars, 
he would not have telegraphed for them. 

' ‘THE COAL COMBINE MEETING. 

The operators of coal mines inthe district 
of Illinois which supplies this city with coal 
met at 11 o’clock this morningat Geary’s 
East St. Louls.- Adolphus P. Wolf 
ofthe Wolf Coal & Mining Co. was inthe 
chair and Harry B. Mathews of Mathews, ‘ 
Nicholson & OCo., acted as Secretary. 
There. were about thirty or forty coal mine 
operators present. They discussed the situ- 
ation and decided that to maintain prices all 
mines should close one day this week. 
If any operators wished to work 
their mines all week they should have to see 
the committee appointed for the purpose 
and explain to them the _ reasons 
which would prevent them from closing 
The Association will hold regular weekly 
meetings and shut down all their 
mines one day a week whenever 
practicable. Last week McKinley & Co. 
operated one of their mines, the Bryden Coal 
Co. operated one and the Consumers’ Coal 
Co. one mine, but otherwise all mines 
closed down on Saturday. Nowthe operator 
have the privilege of closing down any day 
they may select. Those whoran last Satur- 
day all offered excuses, and were given per- 
mission to do so.

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A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN A CHESTNUT 
STREET HOUSE. 


The Couple Quarrel at an Early Hour This 
Morning, With Fatal Results—Mitchell’s 


True Name—His Relatives People of | 


Prominence—The Dead Woman’s His- 
tory—The Inquest. 


On adjoining slabs in the City Morgue rests 
all that is mortal of twounfortunate beings. 
Dolly Mayo was murdered, while Frank Mit- 
chell. must render an account above for her 
death and his self-slaughter. The crime is 
one of the bloodiestin the annals of the St. 
Louis Police Department. 

It wasa little after 1:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing when the tragédy ‘occurred. Inmates of 
the questionable resort kept by Maud Brown- 
ing, at 2019 Chestnut street were startled by 
asharp shot which rang through the rooms 
and hallways. An _. instant later and 
there was another report which sound- 
ed dull and muffled. A rush was 
made to the second floor, from which the re- 
ports came. As the foremost of the inmates 
reached the head of the stairs the door of the 
rear room was opened and Dolly Mayo fell dy- 
ingon the carpeted floor. In less than a 
minute she had ceased to breathe. tchell 
was found in the room, prostrate on fhe floor 
against the stove. He was almost dead and 
nevereven moaned. Officers Rife and Mc- 
Cormack were on the scenein less than two 
minutes and soon had an ambulance at the 
door. Theremains of the murderer and the 
murdered were together driven away to the 
Morgue. . 
THE MAN AND HIS MISTRESS. 

Both of the deceased were public characters. 
The woman -came to Sst. Louis about five 
years ago and has since lived a life of shame. 
She gave her name as Dolly Mayo, and was 
silent on the subject of her true identity. She 
was employed as a servant in a West End res- 
idence, but soon drifted with the cuyrent 
and went to the bad. With a fair face 
and neat form, of good education and 
accomplished manner, she was soon a favor- 
ite among the associates she had chosen. 
Three years ago she met Mitchell and the two 
have been On more or less intimate terms ever 
since. 

Mitchell was a strange man. Here, too, the 
identity is veiled in mystery. For more than 
twelve years the man has been seen in the 
downtown = resorts. He was a race- 
horse tout, a professional gambler, 
bar. tender, manager of balls and 
private detective as the opportunity and 
state of his finances demanded. The latter 
work he much preferred. Usually he worked 
on his own hook but was at various times con- 
nected with localand foreign private detec- 
- tiveagencies,among them Furlong’s and Ben- 

nett’s. At the time ex-Chief of Police James 

_R. McDonough and ex-Chief of Detectives 
Henry Hustings of the St. Louis Department 
organized a private agency in this city, 
Mitchell was the right hand man until the 
agency went to pieces.. He was also em- 
pioyed at various times in the Metropolitan 
Department to Work up cases, for which he 
was through his associations peculiarly 
fitted. The mostimportant case in which he 
was \ever interested was. the famous Mc- 
Manus-Patrick action inthe Civil Court four 
years ago, when he was émployed by Patrick 
to prove that McManus was not a proper per- 
sontohave the guardianship at issue. He 
was usually quite successful in his opera- 
tions, yet lived in the most lavish manner 
and was always ‘‘flush’’ or ‘‘dead broke.’’ 
He always went by the name of Frank 
Mitchell, and while this was always supposed 
to be an allas, the fellow had no confidants 
through whom his true identity could be 
, learned, His business seemed to be listen- 
ing, not talking. 

Mitchell and his mistress did not live hap- 
pily together. For afew months they were 
devoted to one another. Thena former mis- 
tress: f Mitchell’s putin an appearance and 
made trouble for the recreant. Time and time 
the two women came together, Mitchell 
~: ap ending the fight by beating them 

th. 
assault and battery were commenced, but in- 
variably dropped before trial. 2 
**MITCHELL’S’” REAL NAME. 

About noon to-day a young man who re- 
fused to give his name called at the Morgue 
and identified Mitchell’s remains. He said 
that the true name of the deceased was Cas- 
par Knoll, who formerly lived in Farmington, 
Mo. When his mother remarried, Caspar 
left home, taking the name of Frank 
F. Mitchell, the latter being his 
stepfather’s name. Thte visitor said he 
knew the deceased in Farmington, and 
thought his motner and sister still lived at 
that place. Two women who were on good 
terms with the deceased informed Morgue 
Supt. Eagan that Mitchell had once told them 
his mother and sister had left Farmington, 
and were now living on Walnut Hill, a suburb 
of Cincinnati, 0. To them the _  de- 
cased had intimated that his 
relatives were people of prominence. 
The women were also acquainted with Dollie 
Mayo and said the girl had given her name as 
Stella Hendrickson. Her father was in some 
way connected with the steamboat business 
in Pittsburg, Pa. She is also said to havea 
married sister somewhere in Chicago, from 
whom she received many letters. These she 
always destroyed as soonas they were read. 

THE INQUEST. 

The only letter left by Mitchell was one to 
the cashier of a restaurant near the Court- 
house who had several times befriended him. 
This letter will be delivered by the Coroner 

-tnopened. The witnesses to the tragedy 

have been summoned to appear at the Coro- 
ner’s office at 3:300’clock this afternoon,when 
the inquest will be commenced. In event 
that no direct testimony can be secured as to 
the identity of the deceased the case will be 
continued until communication can be opened 
with the relatives. In the meantime post- 
mortem examinations will be made by Dr. 
Brennan.

ESCAPE FROM THE JAIL. 


FOUR DESPERATE PRISONERS AT LEX- 
INGTON, MO., SKIP OUT, 


Aided by the Wife of One of the Prisoners 
and a Saw, They Manage to Gain 
Their Freedom—An Editor Stabbed— 
Crimes. 


LEXINGTON, Mo., Jan. 12.—A jail delivery 
was consummated in this city last night, and 
four of the most desperate men ever placed 
behind the bars in this State are now 
at liberty. They are W. R. Davis, 
R. G. Morey, W. E. Harrison and Thos. 
Matthews. Morey and Davis were being held 
upon the charge of having robbed the store of 
J. W. Harrison & Co. at Higginsville, while 
W. E. Harrison, who is,by the way,a nephew 
of J.W.Harrison of the firm which was robbed, 
was held for having stolen the horse of Rev. 
B. H. Dupuy, while the latter was attending 
aprayer meeting at Higginsville, and who 
was arrested in St. Louis, to which place he 
took the horse. Matthews was held upon the 
charge of shop lifting from stores in this city. 
Three men who were the partners in crime of 
Matthews and were inthe same cell with 
the escaped criminal, refused to take advant- 
age of their’ opportunity to escape but 
absolutely refused to tell how or at what 
times the others escaped. Anaccount of how 
Morey and Davis had attempted to slack the 
limestone walls of the jail was sent to the 
PostT-DISPATCH last week. The escape was 
not made through this means, however. 
Morey’s wife cameto thiscity shogtly after 
his incarceration, and has been Wmaking 
three and four visits each day to 
the jail, and the closest possible 
watch has been kept upon her, 
but she has evidently at last beaten the 
officers. Atany ratea saw of some kind was 
in the hands of the prisoners, and with it 
they accomplished their release through the 
roofing of the cell. 


A Murder Mystery Cleared Up. ® 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 12.—The mysterious 
disappearance of Charles Bell, which oc- 
curred on Christmas Day, seven years ago, 
was withouta doubt cleared up yesterday 
when his uncle, Thomas Semple, in digging 
inthe stable, discovered a skeléton buried 
several feet below the floor. It is the re- 
mains of the long-lost Bell. Bell was 
awealthy produce dealer, 30 years of age, 
when he met his wife, who was several years 
his senior. She, it is now and always has 
been claimed by Bell’s relatives, inveigled 
him into marrying her. They lived together 
for four years,. when acar driver named 
Hirk came to reside with them. It was no- 
ticed that Hirk and Mrs. Bell were very 
friendly, which ended in an intimacy which 
threatened them both if Bell was not gotten 
out of the way. Christmas day in 1883 Bell 
disappeared. Hirk and Mrs. Bell then lived 
tegether for a longtime, when Mrs. Bell left 
him and resided with qa family on Madison 
street, where she attempted to commit sui- 
cide. She afterwards was successful in 
drowning herself. Nothing has ever been 
heard of Hirk. There is no doubt but that 
Bell was murdered. The Coroner has the 
case in hand and the police are helping him.

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HOW WALLACE DIED. 


A SURVIVOR OF THE WOUNDED KNEE 
FIGHT TELLS HIS STORY., 


Account of the Battle From Wallace’s 
Lieutenant—A Treacherous Surprise— 
Firing at Arms’ Length—The Captain’s 
Last Warning. 


Last night Mr. George R. Mann, the archi- 
tect of the new City Hall, returnedto the 
city from Fort Riley, Kan., wherehe had 
gone for the purpose of seeing his brother, 
Lieut. J. D. Mann .of the Seventh Cavalry, 
who was shot in the battle with Big 
Foot’s bandon Wounded Knee Creek. Mr. 
Mann reports that his brother is doing 
well, as are most of those who have been sent 
to the hospital. ‘‘My brother was in Capt. 
Wallace’s troop, and was standing near him 
just before the fight began. No one had any 
idea that there would be any trouble what- 


ever. 
A FATAL WARCLUB. 


‘‘The Indians had surrendered and everyone 
thought that they would goto the agency 
peaceably. Wallace’s troop was drawn up 
facing the Indians and only a few feet dis- 
tant. Wallace was in front of his line, bar- 
gaining for an Indian war club, which he 
wished to secure asacuriosity. The troopers 
had their loaded carbines ready, but were not 
looking out for any trouble atall. Every one 
thought that the affair was over, and that all 
that was to be done was to disarm 
the Indians, and take them to e reserva- 
tion. While Wallace was talkift'g with the 
Indians who owned = the club, a 
movement was perceptible among the 
Indians, and that vigilant officer 
called out: ‘‘Look out, boys, there’s going to 
be trouble.’’ The troopers at once were on 
the alert, and my brother, who was behind 
the lines, stepped between the files to the 
front. As he did so there was a perfect blaze 
of musketry from the prisoners, and nearly 
half the troop was hit. Wallace’s warning 
had, however, had its effect,and the men 
were ready. 

IN DEADLY COMBAT. 

They at once poured a volley into the faces 
of their enemies, who replied, and for atime 
a perfect pandemonium raged. Neither side 
flinched, but the fire was continuous, troops 
and Indians firing as rapidly as 
they could handle their guns at 
scarcely more than arm’s length. Poor Wal- 
lace was shot dead at the first fire, a bullet 
passing directly through his heart. He re- 
ceived several other wounds, but probably 
never feltthem. Ofcourse in such a close 
and desperate contest.,there was a great 
deal of confusion, the smoke hung 
like a pall over the -battle-ground, firing was 
going on upon all sides, and no one could see 
just what was happening. Early in the 
fight my brother’s coat was cut by a bullet, 
and shortly afterward he was struck 
in the side, the ball piercing his belt, 
going through the flesh, striking the belt 
again and glancing round the back, produc- 
ing an extensive and serious wound, but not 
a dangerous one. 


SAVED BY HIS WATCH. 

.**Vieut. Hawthorne’s life was saved by his 
watch, he is suffering from a 
very serious injury. A bullet fired at 
close range struck his watch, which was in 
the watch- pocket of his trousers, shattered it 
to pleces and drove the works deep into his 
groin. AsI said, the wound is serious, but it 
is thought that he willrecover?

MEETING OF THE ADVISORY BOARD IN 
NEW YORK CITY. 


The Business Completed and the Next 
Meeting to Be Held in Chicago in April 
—Division of the Association’s Terri- 
tory. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—The full advisory 
board in the pending railway conference met 
at the Windsor Hotel at 100’clock this morn- 
ing. On being questioned, someofthe mem- 
bers said that no definite course had been de- 
cided upon for the day, and that the ques- 
tions to be settled would probably be re- 
ferred to a sub-committee with powerto act 
and report. Others thought that all business 
would be finished by the board before the ad- 
journment, in which case twoor three days 
will still be required. 

Russell Sage states that the advisory board 
has appointed six commissioners, instead of 
four, as originally intended. They are Walk- 
er, Findley, Faithorne, Smith, Vining and 
Midgley. Walker was appointed Chairman 
of the Board of Commissioners. 

The board adjourned at 12:30, having com- 
pleted all the business before it, and will 
hold the next regular meeting in Chicago in 
April. The Commissioners are all in service 
already in charge of the various associations. 
The board-adopted a resolution dividing the 
territory of the association into five divisions, 
as follows: 

Trans-continental, Southwestern railways 
and steamships, Western passenger, Western 
freight and Trans-Missouri. It is understood 
that Mr. Midgely will retain the Western 
freight, Mr. Faithorn the Southwestern rall- 
way and steamship, Mr. Finley, Western 
passenger, Mr. Vining the Transcontinental 
and Mr. Smith the Trans-Missouri. 

Another resolution was adopted directing 
the commissioners to take up at once and in- 
vestigate what economy may be introduced 
in curtailment of outside expenses incident 
to passenger and freight business and to re- 
port at the earliest possible date at a special 
meeting if necessary. 

After the meeting adjourned the railroad 
officials scattered, and the gentlemen from 
the West immediately began preparations 
for their homeward journeys. 

Chairman Miller said: ‘‘The meeting has 
been more than satisfactory. Our organiza- 
tion Is perfect, and all we have agreed upon 
can be successfully carried out.’’

Our April election will practically settle | 


for four years to come the policy and man- 
agement of the municipal business of St. 
Louis. It is wholly a business affair, and 
a big one—the collection and disbursement 
of about $10,000 a day, or nearly $15,000,000 
of the people’s money in four years, not to 
speak of assessments for special improve- 
ments. é : 

The people pay all this for the enforce- 
ment of their local laws; for efficient po- 
lice,and fire department gervice; for good 
service in all the numerous city offices; for 
well-paved, well-cledhed and well-lighted 
streets; for the support and good manage- 
mént ofthe city’s correctional and char- 
itable establishments, and finally to secure 
a city government always awake to public 
wants and always alert to promote the 
city’s welfare and obtain the best passible 
returns to tax-payers for their money. 

This is the whole duty of a municipal 
government, and issues or contentions be- 
tween political organizations have no more 
to do with the policy or methods of sucha 
purely business concern than with the 
management of a hotel or an estate in 
trust. 

But we will never secure the ideal city 
government so long as we support national 
party tickets for city officers placed before 
us on platforms and issues having no ref- 
erence whatever to city matters. We thus 
practically ignore city questions impor- 
tant enough to split both parties, and 
therefore Democratic and Republican city 
conventions invariably keep such ques- 
tions in the background. 

This prevents intelligent voting in city 
elections.

“Death of Louis Moeser, 


' UPON DR. STOFFEL’S REPORT THAT HE 


SUSPECTED POISON AS ITS CAUSE, 


i 


The Young Carriage Painter Went Home 


} Sick Yesterday Afternoon and Died 


Early This Morning—Trouble With His 
Wife, Emma Etling’s Cousin—The Fam- 
ily Seen. 


The police are investigating the mysterious 
sudden death of Louis Moeser, a carriage 
painter by occupation, 29 yegrsof age, and 
living with his parents at 2211 Shenandoah 
street. The investigationis based upon the 
report of Dr. Renny J. Stoffel of 1825 Pesta- 
lozzi street, the physician who was called in 
to attend the young man, and who 
refuses to issue a certificate of the cause of 
death because he has grounds for the belief 
that Moeser died from the effects of 
poison. Dr. Stoffel’s report to the police 
was made with much secrecy, and the 
cofisequent investigation of the case was 
also begun this morning very quietly, the 
object being to keep the matter from the 
public until conclusive developments could 
be reached by the officialinguiry. Moeser 
died in great agony at 20’clock this morning 
after but a few hours’ fliness, and the police 
have every reason to believe that Dr. Stgffel’s 
suspicions of poisonihg will be verified Dy the 
examination to be made in the case. 

AT THE DEAD MAN’S HOME. 

A PostT-DIsPpaTcH reporter went to the 
Moeser residence this morning to gain the 
facts of the sudden death from members of 
the dead man’s family and to secure evidence 
supporting or disproving the physician’s the- 
ory of poisoning. He was met by Gustave 
Moeser, father of the deceased, who gave no 
evidence of surprise or alarm when told 
that it was thought his son had died 
from poison. The father is a tailor by trade, 
a German, and finds it very difficult to speak 
the English language or to understand ques 
tions puttohim. He told the. following story 
relative to the case: 

**Louis came home at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon very sick, with painsin the stom- 
ach, and went to bed at. once, 
suffering greatly. He began  vomit- 
ing some time afterwards, and grew so much 
worse that at 9o’clock In the eveningI went 
for Dr. Stoffel, who after seeing my son left 
some medicine, a teaspoonful to be given 
every hour, and said he would call again this 
morning. Louis kept growing worse and 
began sinking after midnight. He was vom- 
iting, or trying to vomit, all the time, and 
seemed to bein the most awful pain. At 2 
o’clock this morning he died. At 6 
o’clock I went to Dr. Stoffel’s house 
and told him my son was dead. He said he 
would notify the Coroner, who would call 
this morning, and so when I got back home 
my wife washed the bodyand got it ready, 
but the Coroner has not yet come. I do not 
know what was the matter with Louis, nor 
could he tell us anything except that he was 
sick. I don’t think he would have taken 
poison himself, and I don’t know of any one 
who could have given him poison, nor what 
reason there could have been for wishing him 
dead. 

HE HAD TROUBLE WITH HIS WIFE. 

‘*‘The only trouble my sonever had in his 
life has bega with his wife, from whom he 
separated two years ago. He had great 
trouble with her and it made hima hard 
drinker. He kept full of whisky 
nearly . all the time, but was 
a good man except for that. 
‘*His trouble with his wife was her fault, and 
he wen a case he had against her in the courts 
about three years ago. She had taken all the 
furniture from their home on Cherokee and 
Twenty-seventh streets and made away with 
it somehow, and the suit was brought to re- 
coverit. After that they separated and my 
son came back to live with us, while his wife 
went to live with her mother. There has never 
been any divorce obtained, but I do not think 
they have seen one another for two years 
past. They have one child, a daughter about 
8 yearsold, Ido not know of any other 
trouble he has had with any one. 

**Before he began drinking hard my son 
worked for thirteen years with the Haydock 
Carriage Co., but has not been working 
steady lately. He did not pay me 
anything for his board, and spent 
most of his money for liquor. Although 
drinking hard, he was a strong, healthy man, 
and was never despondent or subject to low 
spirits that might have caused him to commit 
suicide. I do not know where he had been 
yesterday, nor with whom. He came home 
so sick that he could do nothing but groan. 
He had not been drinking more than usual. 
He did not have his life insured and was nota 
member ofany benevolent’order. He does 
not leave any money whatever, and I will 
have to pay his funeral expenses myself. 
This morning, after his death, we sent for 
his wife and she isnowin the house. It is 
the first time we have seen her for two 


ears,.’”

She isa cousin of 
Emma Etling, the young lady whose myste- 
rious disappearance about two years ago 
caused such a sensation. Mrs. Moeser came 
into the room, accompanied by her little 
daughter, and talked of her husband’s death

The face was not 

open mouth there was a stream of some dark 
substance trickling down past the lips over 
the chin. The body had, however, been 
washed and dressed by the mother. The 
family were anxious about the Coroner’s ex- 
pected visit, and the father said the body 
would be buried to-morrow unless there was 
some trouble over the death. 


NEW YORK STOCKs. 
The Market Excited and Prices Ad- 
vancing. 
New York, Jan. 12.—The Stock market 
opened this morning with extreme activity. 


Great strength and intense excitement in 
Sugar Refineries, which recorded its first sale 


at an advance of 3% per cent over its final 


price of Saturday. The dealings in it wére 
enormous, and its price mounted at 1 per 


cent ata time, finally reaching 8142 against 


70% on Saturday. There was, of course, con- 
siderable feverishness in the dealings, and 
its price reacted to 78%, in which neighbor- 
hood it was maintained.

THE CLEWS CIRCULAR. 
A Better Market and Cheap Money Pre- 
dicted. 


NEw YorK, Jan. 10.—The improvement of 
last week has been followed by another week 
of marked recovery. On the Stock Exchange 
there has beena steady rise in the price of 
securities, with but few and slight reactions, 
The ‘‘bear’’ element has been less aggressive 
and appears to concede that the market 
affords little inducement to attack at the cur- 
rent range of value. This change seems to be 
due toa conviction that the weak spots in 
the market have been probed to the bottom, 
and ihat the elements of recuperation are 
stronger than they have been supposed to be 
—an impression which is strengthened 
by a prominent stock house having 
unexpectedly resumed payments in 
full during the week and renewed opera- 
tions in the securities upon which their em- 
barrassments arose. The shrinkage of fail- 
ures down to about their usual volume is ac- 
cepted as very direct evidence that in trade 
circles affairs are fast returning to a normal 
condition, and that the injury to the commer- 
cial class arising from the crisis has not been 
so radical as to very seriously interfere with 
the Springtrade. Again, we have evidently 
reached an advanced stage of recovery in 
credit circles. Banks are abating their late 
extreme caution, and foresee a probable early 
abundance of money, which Is inducing them 
to give more encouragement to borrowers. 
Their attitude towards Wall street houses is 


more liberal, and there is no difficulty in get-” 


ting money on four to eight months, upon 
good collaterals, at 542@6 per cent; which re- 
moves the late important obstacle to stock 
houses encouraging large operations. 

One great unsettling doubt overhangs Wall 
street. The silver faction in Oongress, un- 
satisfied with the large concessions to its de- 
mands made last summer, now asks for 
everything that could by possibility be 
granted—the free coinage of silver up to the 
full limit of the United States production ; and 
itisby no means certain that a majority in 
Congress will, not be procured for the pro- 
posal. Such a law, if allowed to run fora few 
years, could hardly failto drive gold out of

Plats of the locations are submitted to the 
Board of Public Improvements, and upon in- 
vestigation permits are issued giving the 
companies the right to put up the poles at the 
places specified.

PECULIAR PRAEDICOW.. 


ONE OF THE QUEEREST CHARACTERS IN 
8ST. LOUIS PASSES AWAY. 


His Oareer in the Coroner’s Office—Some 
of His Ghastly Fun—How He Nearly 
Frightened the Life Out of a Road 
House Barkeeper. 


Herman Praedicow, late Deputy Coroner, 
died last night at his residence on Lemp ave- 
nue and Arsenal street. He has been sick for 
overa week past with pneumonia and his 
death was not unexpected. Although nearly 
60 years ofage, Mr. Praedicow was so robust 
and strong that his physician for a while had 
hopes of bringing him through his attack, but 
the disease, it proved, had too strong a hold 
on him. 

Herman Praedicow was one of the most fa- 
miltar figures in St. Louis public service. 
More than twenty years ago he, in some way, 
obtained the favor of Carl Daenzer and was 
pushed into politics. The only public posi- 
tion he ever held was that of Superintendent 
of the Morgue, yet he was almosta fixture in 
that office. Several times he. was removed 
by Democratic Coroners’ to make room for 
some faithful henchman, but the peculiar 
duties attendant upon the care of the depart- 
ment soon caused a resignation and invaria- 
bly Praedicow was re-installed. He last served 
a part of a term under Coroner Nidelet, and a 
full term under Coroner Frank. He was re- 
movea by Coroner Irwin in December. 

HIS REMARKABLE NONCHALANCE. 

The stories told of Praedicow would 
fill a big book. Long association 
with all that was ghoulish and 
ghastly, had hardened him, and he went 
about the most disagreeable duty with the ut- 
most nonchalance. Sights which sickened 
even the Coroner and attending physicians 
never so much as phazed theold man. Many 
was thetime he was known to eat his lunch 
while assisting in the work of post-mortem 
examination. He was an inveterate joker 
and numbered the victims of his ghastly 
pranks by the hundreds. One of his favorite 
amusements was to so arrange acorpse in 
the Inner-room so thata cold, clammy hand 
would be out-stretched to touch an intruder. 
Then he would invite his victim into the 
apartment and laugh in ghoulish glee at the 
success of his scheme. One of his best 
jokes he told himself. He said that about 
fifteen years ago a despondent tramp com- 
mitted suicide by hanging himself toa 
tree just inside the city limits on the other 
side of Tower Grove Park. Word was sent to 
the Morgue and Praedicow went 
after the remains. The only vehicle at 


-hand was a light buggy, yet the Morgue- 


keeper uttered never a word of complaint. 
Driving to the scene he cut down the corpse 
and bundled it into the seat by hisside. It 
was dark by the time he started back to the 
city, and he was alone with the dead yet he 
enjoyed the situation and ashe drove along 
planned a joke on a neighboring saloon- 
keeper. Driving up to the bar-room he 
» hallooed foradrink. The proprietor came 
outside. As he approached the buggy Praed- 
icow jumped tothe ground and started for 


the bar. 
A FRIGHTENED BARKEEPER. 

‘*Don’t your friend want a drink,’’ 
quired the Saloon-keeper. 

‘‘No, I guess he is too sleepy,’’ answered 
Praedicow. ‘*You might ask him, however.’’ 

The victim approached the buggy and 
shouted in the dead man’s ear. Then he 
shook his shoulder and pulled at his leg. 
Finally he clambered on the wheel and 
caught the corpse with both hands. 
The stiffened clay tumbled into his arms 
and resteda decidedly cont Meodentnet bis his 
cheek. That was enough for the frightened 
saloon man. Heran intothe saloon witha 
face bieached with fear. 

‘*your friend is dead,’’ he gasped. 

Praedicow,who was helping himself to beer, 
looked at him and burst into a loud laugh. 

When he furnished his beer he got into the 
buggy and drove away to the city with his 
ghastly companion still setting bolt upright 
beside him. :

MELODRAMA AND BURLESQUE. | 


Opening Perforimances ‘at Three Theaters 
Last Evening—Amusement Notes. - 


The London melodramatic success, ‘‘My 
Jack,’’ with which Walter Sanford has scored 
one of the notable hits of the season, opened 
at Pope’s yesterday afternoon and evening. 
It drew the two banner houses of 1890-’91 so 
far,and was received withan enthusiasm 
which showed how strong a hold melodrama 
hasuponthe public heart. The story fa 
powerful and picturesque one, containing 
every element calculated to hold the atten 
tion and enlist the sympathies of the au- 
dience from the start, and the play is pre- 
sented by a company admirably fitted to the 
cast. The scenery, comprising twelve special 
scenes, constituting the last work done by 
the late Matt Morgan, is particularly good 
and adds greatly to the effect of the story. 

‘*‘My Jack’’ is a romantic British drama 
which contains many familiar figures. The 
villainous and spurious English baronets, En- 
glish sallors, soldiers and officers, coast fish- 
ermen, a lighthouse keeper, the usual scoun- 
drally and lurid ‘‘foretgner’’ and other well- 
known characters are among the dramatis 
persons. The scenes among which the story 
is laid shift from the stirring pictures 
of stormy coast life to those of African desert 
campaigning under the English flag. The 
two most striking effects are those of the 
storm off Falmouth, with the blowing up of 
the Falmouth Light, and the lonely sweep of 
the open African desert upon which Jack 
Meredith, braving the tattered English colors 
saved from a Zulu skirmish, and Ciro Panitza, 
a picturesque Greek vagabond, are lost 
and starving. The desolate effect 
of the latter scene is strikingly 
realistic and appealed strongly to the audi- 
ence. The story of the play is that of a young 
sailor, Jack Meredith, the real heir toa 
saxptancee who, persecuted by the false 
baronet Sir Edward Vanburg, is suspected of 
having murdered his sweetheart’s brother, 
and ina moment of desperation enlists in the 
British navy and goes tothe African war. It 
is full of thrilling incidents, and closes with 
the return of Jack as a Lieutenant in the 
service, the unraveling of all mysteries, the 
cdiscomfiture of the villain and the uniting of 
loving hearts, all in true melodramatic style. 

The strongest characterinthe play, made 
so by exceptionally good acting, is that of the 
Greek, Ciro Panitza, taken by P. Aug. Ander- 
son, who handled the part in dialect, manner 
and costume ina way that made it 
the central figure whenever on the 
stage. Walter Sanford as Jack Mere- 
dith gave a vigorous and manly presentation 
and won the sympathies of the audience for 
the hero inappropriate manner. Miss Ethel 
Barrington as Dorothy Prescott, Jack’s 
sweetheart, was pretty and winning toa de- 
gree. - George’Hoey in the part of the villain, 
Sir Edward Varburg, could have been 
stronger, and losesa fine opportunity by his 
lack of animation. John E. Martin as Peter 
Meredith, Jack’s foster-father; Charles Frew 
as the comic Irish sailor, Pat Doolan; 
Edgar Forrest as the fugitive Charles Pres- 
cott, and Thos. Garrick as Capt. Hereford of 
the,English navy, all add to thestrength of 
the performance by their good work. Miss 
Kate Meek as the blind widow, Mrs. Pres- 
cott, and Miss Jennie Christie as Mary Ibbett- 
son, landlady of the Bainbridge Arms and 
Pat Doolan’s sweetheart, were also equal to 
the parts. The minor characters were well 
taken, and the castas a whole was unusually 
strong.

LLEWELLYN HASKELL’S TOWER. 


The Famous Structure to Make Way for 
rat Modern Improvements. 

New YorK, Jan. 12.—The ninety -foot tower 
built by Liewellyn Haskell on his property in 
Kearney, N. J., in 1843. from the top of which 
he expected that he and his family would be 
near up into heaven, is about to be removed 
to make way for a street that isto be run 
through the once handsome grounds. On 
the top of the tower is built out from the 
brick work a wooden platform about eight 
feet square and four feet high, from which 
can be seen the Brooklyn Bridge, the 
Statue of Liberty and ships sailing on the At- 
* Jantic Ocean. Mr. Haskell was a man of great 
wealth, and whenthe tower was built it was 
generally supposed thatit was intended as 
an observatory. Shortly before May 23, 1843, 
Mr. Haskell, who was a strong Millerite, an- 
nounced that according to the prophecies of 
Daniel the world would come to an endon 
that day. Then it was that his neighbors 
knew why the tower was erected. On the day 
mentioned Mr. Haskell had his family arrayed 
in white robes and ascended to the topto 
await the coming of the Lord. There also had 
assembled in the woods near by a large num- 
ber of Millerites, who patiently awaited the 
fulfilment of the prophecies. But their hopes 
were doomed to diappointment, and ‘they 
finally dispersed. Mr. Haskell’ afterward 
turned his attention to spiritualism, and was 
for a time a firm believer. Afew years later 
he removed to Orange and established the 
beautiful Llewelyn Park.

THE FORT AT DRY TORTUGAS. 


Gen. O. O. Howard and Staff Inspect the 
Fortifications. 


Dry TORTUGAS, Fla., Jan. 12.—Gen. O. O. 
Howard and staff arrived here on Wednesday 
on the revenue cutter McLane to inspect the 
fortifications at this place. Gen. Howard 
critically inspected the grounds, buildings 
andarmament. Itis the largest fort in the 
United States, except Fortress Monroe and 
Fort Jefferson, which is rapidly going to de- 
cay. It was erected by Jefferson Davis 
while Secretary of War at a cost of 
$5,000,000. It covers forty-five acres and the 
buildings, at present, are occupied by officers 
of the Marine Hospital Service. Gen. Howard 
was agreeably impressed with the location of 
the fort and will recommend that it be gar- 
risoned and equipped with modern guns. 
Gen. Howard, upon returning to Key West, 
inspected Fort Taylor and he will recom- 
mend that it be garrisoned and equipped in 
the same manner as that at Tortugas, thus 
adding two stations ready for immediate ac- 
tion in case of trouble with the republics of 
the South.

DEMPSEY LEAVES FOR THE SCENE OF | 


BATTLE. 


Fitzsimmons’ Experience as a Pugilist— 
Exaggerated Stories About His Won- 
derful Feats of Walking—The ‘‘Nonpar- 
eil’’ the Favorite. 


The great middle-weight battle between 


Jack Dempsey and Bob Fitzsimmons is now 


very near athand. It takes place Wednes- 
day night before the Olympic Athletic Club of 
New Orleans, and already sports m all sec- 
tions of the country are arriving at the Cres- 
cent City. Both men are _ reported 
to’ be in_ the pink of condition. 
Jack Dempsey, who was down to 147 poupds 
a week or twoago,is now said to weigh 150 
pounds. Itisa peculiarity of the Nonpareil 
that he gains weight instead of losing it 
when he trains for a battle. This he 
ascribes to the fact that he is naturally of a 
rather spare build and has no superfluous 
flesh toldse. Training merely hardens and 
develops his muscles, he says, and conse- 
quently increases his weight. So far as 
known, ‘he is the only living 
fighter who does not lose flesh in 
training. Fitzsimmons, who is a thinner 
man than Dempsey, falls away in weight 
when he trains. Horse-trainers state that 
this same peculiarity of gaining weight jn 
training exists among thoroughbreds some- 
times. Itisararething, they state, for a 
horse to do this, but when one does he is al- 
ways a world beater. 
THEIR WEIGHTS. 

Fitzsimmons, it is claimed, is down to 152 
pounds, which is two pounds below the mid- 
dle-weight limit. If he _ enters the 
ring at 152 pounds, and Dempsey 
weighs 150, the New Zealander will only have 
two pounds the advantage -in weight insiead 
of seven pounds, as it was at first believed he 
would have, as Dempsey was only tipping the 
scales at 147 pounds, and it was believed that 
Fitzsimmons would weigh the limit of 154 
pounds. Dempsey when in St. Louls last 
summer looked very thin. and had a short, 
hacking cough, which many held was a sure 
indication of consumption. He was also 
drinking very hard and has been ever since 
La Blanche broke the great middle-weight’s 
long list of victories by Knocking him out 
with a chance blow when the Nonpareil had 
all but won the fight. Whether Dempsey is 
hisformer self is doubtful, but if heis and 
the claims that are made of his excellent con- 
dition are true,he will win Wednesday night’s 
battle almost to a certainty, despite the 
claims that are made concerning the 
phenomenal prowess of his antagonist in 
shape. Dempsey in condition can whip any 
middie-weight fighter the world ever saw, in 
the opinion of the writer. In Fitzsimmons, 
however, he willno doubt meet one of the 
best men he has ever faced. His advantages 
in height, weight and reach, and his terrific 
powers asa hitter, makethe New Zealander 
an antagonist to be feared by any fighter. The 
only point about Fitzsimmons . which 
is believed to be weak is hislegs. He has 
long, thin underpinnings, and is knock- 
kneed. Many people express the belief that 
such legs cannot carry him througha long 
contest. 

CARROLL’S YARNS. 

From Bay St. Louts, where he Is training, 
come most extravagant stories, however, 
about. his phenomenal wind and endurance. 
Statements are daily made of walks of 15 or 20 
mites at a stretch, sparring and punching 
the bag far two or three hours and 
other exercise, at the end of all of which this 
great fighter from the antipodes Is as fresh as 
before he started on his remarkable day’s 
work. Now, these stories, while evidently 
given out by Jimmy Carroll, his tricky 
trainer, to drive terror into the heart of 
Dempsey and dishearten the latter by making 
him believe he has no earthly chance in 
the battle, will not bear § investiga- 
tion. For — instance, from Bay § St. 
Louis comes the intelligence that 
Fitzsimmons yesterday walked twenty miles 
and made the last two miles in 10 minutes and 
6 seconds. He finished looking well, and 
after twenty-five minutes’ rest in his hotel 
reappeared as freshas if he had merely been 
on a little pleasure stroll. Nowthat is nota 
good story to tell to intelligent people. 

FITZSIMMONS. BREAKING RECORDS. 

The world’s record for a mile walk is 6:23 
and for a two-mile walk is 13:14, so 
that Fitzsimmons, we are told, lowered the 
world’s record for a two-mile walk by 3 
minutes and 8 seconds, and did this, too, in 
the last two miles of a twenty-mile tramp, 
when he should have been pretty well fdeged 
out. Now the world’s best record fora two- 
mile run is $:lllte, and the best American 
record is 9:323-5 by Willie Day, an amateur. 
The best professional record in this country 
for the distance is not’ so gooa, 
being 10 :0414, or just 1% sec- 
onds faster than Fitzsimmons walked 
the distance at the wind-up of a little 
twenty-mile tramp. When the world’s cham.- 
pion runners who start out fresh can only 
make two miles in that time, how absurd it 
isfor Jimmy Carroll to tellthe world that 
Fitzsimmons either walked or ran the last 
two miles of a twenty-mile walk in that 
time. It is a certainty that Fitzsimmons 
cannot come within a minute of running two 
miles when freshin the time he is alleged 
to have walked it after a fatiguing tramp. 

FITZSIMMONS’ EXPERIENCE, 

The reputation of Fitzsimmons as a fighter 
rests, so far as this country is concerned, on 
his victories over Billy McCarthy of Australia 
before thee California Club, and Arthur 
Upham of New England before the Olympic 
Club of New Orleans. McCarthy is a third- 
rater, and Upham is not entitled to rank that 
high. Fitzsimmons whipped both very easily, 
and without any trouble, but this does 
not prove how he would come out in a 
contest with a good man. Dempsey took 
much longer to whip McCarthy than did 
Fitzsimmons, but the Nonpareil is a slow 
fighter and finishes his men gradually. He is 
not a knocker out. Besides it is well-known 
that he could have whipped McCarthy much 
quicker if he desired, but he had sympathy 
for him, and did not want to finish him too 
quickly. Dempsey remarked to his friends 
after the battle that it was like finding 
money. He had never earned a 
purse sO easily, but he has 
always said that McCarthy wasa splendid 
fellow. Herbert Slade, the ‘‘Madri’’ giant, 
whom Fitzsimmons bested in Australia, was 
a big flabby fellow who could not fight a little 
bit. 

’ A DESPERATE CONTEST. 

This is not said to belittle Fitzsimmons, for 
he is unquestionably a great fighter, probably 
the best Dempsey has ever met, but it is 
merely referred to to show that too 
much importance should not be at- 
tached to these contests. His awk- 
ward style of fighting is what 
the ‘‘Nonparelil’’ will most need __to fear, for 
in the long, lank New Zealander he will meet 
a man who fights differently from any man he 
has ever faced, and the latter’s unscientific 
and peculiar tactics are apt to puzzle and 
nonplus him, as Billy Myer’s strange tactics 
astounded and fooled McAuliffe. As to 
Dempsey’s gameness and ability to 
Stand punishment there can be _no 
doubt. No man who ever stood in the 
ring displayed more pluck and fortitude than 
did he when after being repeatedly spiked 
and having his legs tornopen by Johnny 
Regan he refused to take the fight on a foul, 
but continued to battle until he whipped his 
man, and himself fainted away from loss of 
blood and suffering. The huge scars Demp- 
sey still wearson his legs. The betting has 
turned in Dempsey’s favor, and Fitzsimmons 
money is getting very scarce. It is not 
always the best man, however, who has the 
call in the betting, and the coming contest is

the man, but his name is not made public for 
obvious reasons. He willbe a New Orleans 
man, who will see fair play; who will insist 
on a fight and not stop it before it is half over 
on some technicalities or trivialities. 

John Fitzpatrick, who refereed the Sulll- 
van-Kilrain fight,is mentioned among the 
possibilities. The ordinance under which 
the fight is held prohibits fights toa figish. 
The articles of agreement, thérefore, wilMnot 
read toa finish, but there is nothing to pre- 
vent the men fighting to one. All that the po- 
lice can do will be to interfere in case one of 
the men is whipped out and is keptin the ring 
to be cruelly punished. Capt. Burnett, 
who will have charge of the police force 
of seventy-five men which will be on 
hand, has presided at several fights 
before, and has never interfered to 
spoilthe sport. There is not the slightest 
prospect, or, indeed, possibility, of any 
trouble attheringside. Firstofall, there 
will be seventy-five policemen to Keep order, 
and several hundred members ofthe Olym- 
pics todothe same. The boxes around the 
ring will be occupied generally by club men 
opposed to any’ difficulties. Moreover, New 
Orleans is equally divided between Dempsey 
and Fitzsimmons, andan audience like that 
is always fora square. fair match, as all the 
fights there have heretofore been. 

ARRIVALS AT THE FIGHT. 

Liny Tracy of Brooklyn, a promising heavy- 
weight of the lighter order; James Carroll, a 
middle-weight from the same town; James 
File anda number of other New York sports 
have arrived at New Orleans. Among other 
arrivals are Abe Levy of New York, Cham- 
bers of Hot Springs, Mike Lardner, the well- 
known sporting man of Chicago; Bob Farrell, 
who was with John L. Sullivan during his 
match with Paddy Ryan. Ed Kearney, a big 
Tammany Hall politician, arrived last night 
with a car-load of people. When all the ex- 
pected visitors arrive greater activity in sport- 
ing circles and particularly in bets,is expected. 

Arthur Furber and party, including Tom 
Allefi and Tom Kelly, leave here to-night for

THE FIGHT MUST BE FAIR. 

In an editorial on the fight the New Orleans 
Times- Democrat says: 

‘*Ugly rumors are circulating about the city 
to the effect that an organized attempt is to 
be made to prevent the fight between Fitz- 
simmons and Dempsey next Wednesday to 
be carried to a fair and square termination. 
Whether the rumors are true or false itis 
not for us to inquire; nor need we trouble 
ourselves to ascertain in behalf of which of 
the combatants the alleged unjust interven- 
tion isintended. It suffices to know that up 
tothe present time no suspicion of unfair- 
ness has ever been charged against either 
side in any pugilistic encounter which has 
taken place in New Orleans. And while we 
would fain hope that the same absolute even- 
handed justice will be the rule in the coming 
mill as in those that have gone before, it must 
be distinctly understood, and the sport- 
ing element may as well lay it to 
heart, that, in the event of 
the threatened fraud materializing, the 
Fitzsimmons-Dempsey engagement will be 
the last fistic encounter that will ever be 
brought off in New Orleans. The fight must, 
on no account, be decided on atrivial tech- 
nicality, and the best man will have to win 
or the public will want to Know the reason 
why. The Olympic Club is on its mettle, 
That organization owes it to itself, as well as 
to the city which gave it a charter, tosee that 


the prestige of the Crescent City for fairness” 


shall not suffer damage inits precincts and 
under its auspices. ‘Forewarned,’ as the 
proverb goes, ‘is forearmed,’ and the man- 
agers of the club, withthe warning they have 
had, will havenothing and nobody to blame 
but themselves should the disgraceful men- 
ace to which we have referred be carried into 
effect. Sucha stigma on the reputation of 
this city must be avoided at any and all haz- 
ards, or prize ring encounters inthis dis- 
trict will have at once and forever to cease.’’

Many members of it are accompanied by their 
wives, who go along for the journey tothe 
Crescent City and back. 

DEMPSEY OFF FOR NEW ORLEANS. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Jan. 12.—Jack Dempsey 
was seen on the street hale and hearty at 2:45 
o’clock yesterday. Heand his trainers, Mike 
Conley and Tom Maher, accompanied by Jack 
McAuliffe, took the 3p. ni. train ostensibly 
for New Orleans, and itis believed here are 
en route to that city. 

OTHER CONTESTS. 

Itisnow definitely known that Jack Mc-

THE BETTING. 

There has been practically no betting of 
any moment at New Orleans and there is 
likely to be none until terms can be fixed on.
